and  his  Algerian  policies. 

j Reports  indicated  the  first  crack  in  the  ranks  of  the  dic- 
'hard  French  insurgents  in  Algiers,  focal  point  of  the  insurreo 
' tion,  this  morning.  A large  number  of  the  French  settlers  who 
had  held  out  since  last  Sunday 
were  reported  to  have  abandoned 
the  barricades  during  the  night. 

It  was  not  immediately  clear 
whether  the  revolt  had  been  bro- 
ken, however.
